Notice is hereby given that the Fiscal Court of Pendleton County, Kentucky, at a 
meeting held at 7:00 PM on May 14, 2013, in the Pendleton County Fiscal Court 
Chambers, 233 Main Street, Falmouth, Kentucky 41040, did give second reading and 
adoption of the following summary of a flood damage ordinance and said ordinance 
will become fully effective upon final publication: 

ORDINANCE NO. _ 


This Ordinance shall apply to all areas of special flood hazard within the jurisdiction of 
Unincorporated Pendleton County, as identified by the Federal Insurance Administra¬ 
tion, and mandates that no structure or land in said areas shall hereafter be located, 
or extended, converted or structurally altered without compliance with its provisions; 
requires the obtaining of a permit from the County Judge/Executive/Mayor as ad¬ 
ministrator and the Kentucky Division of Water; permitting of manufactured homes 
within areas of special flood hazard; requires that all new construction and substan¬ 
tial improvements be constructed with materials and utility equipment resistant to 
flood damage; provides that in all areas of special flood hazard, the lowest floor of any 
residential structure constructed or substantially improved shall have the lowest floor 
elevated to or above base flood elevation; and provides penalties of $250.00 or impris¬ 
onment of not more that 30 days for each day a violation of this Ordinance continues.

BBB tips on finding a good and reliable 
summer camp for your child or children 


Summer is right around the 
corner! Have you decided where 
your child is going to go for camp? 
BBB has tips and Business Reviews 
that can help parents find camps 
that will provide safe, rewarding 
experiences for children. When 
choosing a camp, parents need to 
use the same care and common 
sense they would use in evaluating 
a day care program. They should 
look for a camp that provides activ¬ 
ities that are of interest to their 
child and appropriate for the child’s 
age and skill level. Parents need to 
take time to visit camps to inspect 
facilities, ask about the staff’s train¬ 
ing and experience, and find out 
how the camp handles medical 
emergencies. If the child is staying 
overnight, be sure to look at cabins, 
showers and other facilities that 
your child will be using. 

Some camps, such as those orga¬ 
nized around a particular sport, are 
highly structured and stress devel¬ 
opment of specific skills. Others are 
more flexible and give campers the 
opportunity to choose some of 
their activities. Your child’s interest 
and personality should be your 
guide in choosing an appropriate 


program. If the child is old enough, 
ask what activities he or she would 
enjoy at camp. Parents should ask 
how long a camp has been in busi¬ 
ness and check with parents of past 
and returning students. Check the 
BBB website, www.bbb.org, for the 
camp’s record on handling com¬ 
plaints. The standards for day and 
overnight camps may be different, 
but each should have your child’s 
safety and well-being as its top pri¬ 
ority. The BBB offers the following 
tips for parents searching for the 
right camp: 

Always visit the camp before 
submitting your deposit. Check its 
location and view the living, eating 
and recreational facilities. Ask 
about safety procedures (particu¬ 
larly for water activities, archery 
and out-of-camp trips), and assess 
the quality and commitment of the 
staff. 

Ask about fees and payment 
deadlines. Is your deposit refund¬ 
able? Are there extra charges for any 
activities? Are meals and transpor¬ 
tation offered? 

What is the camper return rate? 
The counselor return rate? 

What is the camp director’s 


background? How is the staff 
trained? Are criminal checks made 
for employees and volunteers? 
What is the ratio of campers to staff 
members? 

Are medical facilities adequate? 
Is a nurse or doctor on site? What 
are the procedures for transporting 
injured or sick children to medical 
facilities? Are those facilities near¬ 
by? 

What are the safety rules and 
how are they enforced? Does the 
camp have appropriate insurance 
coverage? 

Are family visits or other com¬ 
munications with campers allowed? 
How is homesickness handled? 

Are references from parents of 
repeat campers available? Ask the 
parents about their child’s experi¬ 
ence and why they recommend the 
camp. 

Finally, look for camps that are 
certified by the American Camp 
Association. ACA-accredited camps 
have met up to 300 nationally rec¬ 
ognized standards.

In 
1968, the Uniform Holidays Bill 
was passed as part of a move to 
use federal holidays to create 
three-day weekends. This meant 
that that, from 1971, Memorial 
Day holiday has been officially 
observed on the last Monday in 
May However, it took a longer 
period for all American states to 
recognize the new date.

Financial aid words students need to know

familiar with some financial aid 
terms that they will probably hear. 
This list from the Kentucky High¬ 
er Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) may help. 

• Accrue. This term, which 
means to increase or accumulate, is 
often used to refer to interest on 
loans. It means that the interest is 
added to your loan until the loan 
is fully paid. 

• Bursar. On many campuses, 
the bursar is the official in charge 
of funds. You will make tuition 
payments to that office and will 
receive financial aid funds from 
that office. 

• Capitalize. You may see lan¬ 
guage that says your loan interest 
will be capitalized if you don’t pay 
it while in school. 

• Disburse. This term means to 
pay out. You may see it as a verb 
telling you that your financial aid 
will be disbursed by a certain date. 
Or you may see it as a noun, dis¬ 
bursement. 

• Grace period. After you fin¬ 


ish college or drop below half-time 
status, you have a certain length of 
time before you have to make pay¬ 
ments on your federal loans. That 
time is the grace period. 

• Master Promissory Note 
(MPN). This is the form you must 
sign before you can receive federal 
loans. It is a legally binding prom¬ 
ise that you will repay the loans. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s stu¬ 


dent financial aid programs, 
including the Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES).

Three Rivers District Health Department 
conducts Community Service Assessment

The Three Rivers District 
Health Department conducted a 
Community Health Service 
Assessment at the Pendleton 
County Extension Office from 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. on May 3, 
2013. Assisting Three Rivers with 
that survey was the Pendleton 
County Community Service Alli¬ 
ance. Some 40 members of this 
organization were in attendance 
of the event. 

During the course of the sur¬ 
vey the delivery by Three Rivers 
of 10 essential health services was 
assessed through an electronic 
evaluation system that involved a 
question and answer process. 
Data gathered from the health 
department survey will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Center of Disease 
Control in Atlanta, Georgia for 
interpretation. The CDC will 
return its analysis of the assess¬ 
ment results to the Three Rivers 
Health Department. This infor¬ 


mation will enable our commu¬ 
nity to be more cognizant of its 
strengths and weaknesses and will 
make possible the community 
formulation of a Pendleton 


County Health Plan for 2013- 
2014. The completion of that 
plan is expected by September of 
this year. 


Police to be out in full force through 
the Memorial Day holiday weekend 


Motorists who refuse to wear 
their seat belts - beware. The 
2013 national "Click It or Tick¬ 
et" Memorial Day seat belt 
enforcement mobilization kicks 
off May 20 to help save lives by 
cracking down on those who 
don’t buckle up. 

Despite a wealth of data show¬ 
ing that seat belts save lives and 
also despite implementation of a 
primary seat belt law Kentucky’s 
83 percent seat belt usage rate 
lags behind the national rate of 
86 percent. Therefore, the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS) is supporting state and 
local law enforcement across the 
country in their efforts to strong¬ 
ly enforce seat belt laws around 
the clock. 

"Kentucky undoubtedly expe¬ 
riences far too many fatalities that 
could have been avoided with the 
simple use of a seat belt," said 


Transportation Cabinet secretary 
Mike Hancock. "Clearly this is an 
indication that people are not 
taking the law seriously or they 
are just not aware of the huge risk 
taken by not buckling up." 

Kentucky’s roadway fatalities 
increased last year, going from 
721 deaths in 2011 to 746 in 
2012. More than half of those 
killed in motor vehicles were not 
restrained. 

"Too many motorists don’t 
realize the importance of wearing 
a seat belt, and are severely injured 
or killed because of it," said 
KOHS director Bill Bell. "That’s 
why officers are prepared to ticket 
anyone not buckled up. No warn¬ 
ings and no excuses." 

The KOHS awarded more 
than $96,800 in federal funds to 
18 state and local police agencies 
across the commonwealth to help 
bolster seat belt enforcement dur¬ 


ing the campaign. The funding is 
provided through the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration (NHTSA). 

Although enforcement offi¬ 
cers will be active during the 
campaign, Bell emphasized, "The 
Click It or Ticket' campaign is 
not about writing tickets. It’s 
about awareness and saving lives.” 

According to NHTSA, seat 
belts, when worn correctly, reduce 
the risk of fatal injury to front- 
seat occupants by 43 percent - 
and by 60 percent in pickup 
trucks, SUVs and minivans. 

While this year’s "Click It or 
Ticket" enforcement mobiliza¬ 
tion runs from May 20 through 
June 2, motorists should know 
that officers are out enforcing seat 
belt laws year-round. 

"Motorists should buckle up 
every time they go out, both day 
and night," said Bell.

McConnell applauds FDA decision 


Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell announced 
today that FDA commissioner 
Dr. Margaret Hamburg per¬ 
sonally called him regarding 
her decision to withdraw for 
sale the original, crushable ver¬ 
sion of OxyContin for safety or 
effectiveness reasons, as McCo¬ 
nnell requested. This decision 
will prevent a crushable generic 
version of OxyContin from 
coming to the market without 
an abuse deterrent formulation. 
During this conversation, com¬ 
missioner Hamburg also shared 
with senator McConnell that 
FDA approved the reformulat¬ 
ed, non-crushable OxyContin 
as abuse-deterrent. 

OxyContin is particularly 
potent and was subject to ram¬ 
pant drug abuse prior to the 
deployment of abuse-deterrent 
technologies. These technolo¬ 
gies prevent addicts from 
destroying the time release 
mechanism of the extended 
release opiates, designed to 
treat severe pain, by crushing 


the pills in order for the user to 
achieve an immediate heroin¬ 
like high. 

“Given the public health 
epidemic of prescription drug 
abuse and the ravaging effects it 
has on families all across Ken¬ 
tucky, this announcement is 
great news and will prevent an 
influx of crushable generic 
OxyContin from coming to 
market,” senator McConnell 
said. “I applaud FDA Commis¬ 
sioner Hamburg for her deci¬ 
sion and I look forward to 
continuing working with her 
on the issue on behalf of my 
constituents in Kentucky.” 

Earlier this week, senator 
McConnell joined senator Tom 
Coburn in introducing a reso¬ 
lution expressing the Sense of 
the Senate that the FDA should 
not approve a generic opioid 
product without an abuse 
deterrent formulation if a com¬ 
parable and existing drug on 
the market already has this 
deterrent for misuse and abuse. 

Late last year, senator 


HMH rehabilitation services offers new program for dizziness 


Harrison Memorial Hospital 
(HMH) announces a new service 
for individuals who experience 
dizziness or balance disorder. Ves¬ 
tibular rehabilitation therapy 
(VRT) is an exercise-based pro¬ 
gram designed to promote central 
nervous system compensation for 
inner ear deficits. The therapy 
program will treat patients suffer¬ 
ing from imbalance issues such as 
positional vertigo and Meniere’s 
disease. 

“Patients come to me all the 
time with a spinning sensation in 
their head, having trouble main¬ 
taining their balance or just vague 
symptoms of disequilibrium,” 
said Dr. Dan Mongiardo, HMH 
ear, nose and throat physician. 
“The first thing I do is diagnose 
what’s causing the symptoms, 
whether it is diabetes, inner ear 
issues or even a cardiac or neuro¬ 
logical issue. Then, we can begin 
to treat that patient properly.” 

The treatment involves a 
physical therapist who performs a 
thorough evaluation that begins 
with a medical history and 
includes observing and measur¬ 
ing posture, balance and gait, and 
compensatory strategies. The 
assessment may also include eye- 
head coordination tests. Other 
assessments may be used, such as 
a questionnaire measuring the 
frequency and severity of symp¬ 
toms and associated lifestyle 
changes. Using the evaluation 
results, the therapist will develop 
an individualized treatment plan 
that includes specific head, body

McConnell contacted the FDA 
Commissioner to ask that the 
agency delay these crushable 
generic drugs coming to mar¬ 
ket until a workable solution 
can be found. He followed up 
on this request and sought 
additional clarification again in 
March. Senator McConnell 
also met with Health and 
Human Services’ Acting Gen¬ 
eral Counsel, Bill Schultz, to 
emphasize the seriousness of 
the prescription drug crisis in 
Kentucky. 

Senator McConnell heard 
from some of Kentucky’s top 
law enforcement and health 
care providers about their con¬ 
cerns regarding the influx of 
crushable generic drugs lacking 
an abuse deterrent technology 
including: the Kentucky Pri¬ 
mary Care Association, Inc., 
Appalachian Regional Health¬ 
care, Inc., Norton Healthcare, 
KentuckyOne Health, the 
Kentucky Narcotic Officers’ 
Association (KNOA), and 
Operation UNITE. 


and eye exercises to be performed 
both in the therapy setting and at 
home. 

These exercises are designed 
to retrain the brain to recognize 
and process signals from the ves¬ 
tibular system and coordinate 
them with information from 
vision, muscles and joints. This 
often involves desensitizing the 
balance system to movements 
that provoke symptoms and 
increasing home-based activities 
and exercise in order to strength¬ 
en muscles. The purpose of treat¬ 
ing the dizziness is to prevent falls 
from occurring, which could lead 
to broken hips. 

HMH recently had two thera¬ 
pists, Paul Horne and Phil Wil¬ 
liams, complete additional train¬ 
ing in the area of vestibular reha¬ 
bilitation therapy. The training 
included evaluating the patients 
for VRT and learning the best 
treatment option for each specific 
balance disorder. 

Horne is a physical therapist 
in the HMH Rehabilitation 
Department. In 2001, he gradu¬ 
ated from Marshall University in 
Huntington, West Virginia, with 
a bachelor of science degree in 
exercise physiology and an associ¬ 
ates degree in physical therapy. 
Horne earned his bachelor and 
master of science degree in physi¬ 
cal therapy from the University of 
Kentucky in 2006. In 2011, he 
completed his doctorate degree in 
physical therapy at UK. 

Williams is a licensed physical 


therapist at Harrison Memorial 
Hospital, where he serves as co¬ 
manager of the HMH Physical 
Therapy and Sports Medicine 
Department. He earned his bach¬ 
elor of science degree in biology, 
with an emphasis in genetics, and 
a bachelor of science degree in 
health sciences from University of 
Kentucky. Williams completed a 
master of science degree in exer¬ 
cise physiology and continued his 
education by completing a master 
of science degree in physical ther¬ 
apy at UK.

The End of the Beguine 

There's no particular reason most 
of us would have noticed. She did not 
roduce a top-ten pop song or write a 
est-selling novel, or star in a block¬ 
buster movie. She didn't achieve high 
political office or make a scientific dis¬ 
covery. She was 92 years old at her 
death. A quiet, chaste, simple soul, her 
eyesight profoundly impaired, who 
lived alone. Very much alone. She was 
the last surviving member of her reli¬ 
gious body, the Beguines, a lay religious 
movement in which women lived in 
communities dedicated to prayer, use¬ 
ful service and chastity. The movement 
seems to have begun and spread almost 
spontaneously, particularly in the Low 
Countries of Western Europe, begin¬ 
ning in the twelfth or thirteenth cen¬ 
tury. 

This was a women's movement in 
the Roman Catholic Church; some 
have said it was the very first. And, yet, 
the women were not nuns and they did 
not live in a convent. They were not 
bound by an order or by vows that 
governed the whole movement, but 
each community ordered its own life 
together. Perhaps most importantly, 
they did not live under the authority of 
male clergy. 

While the last of these facts might 
not have been out of the question in 
the early medieval period - for instance 
in Britain where one even finds women 
religious figures exercising authority 
over men and women - it was unheard 
of in the High Middle Ages in Europe. 
Consequently, the Beguines were often 
suspected of all sorts of mischief, for 
which they suffered cruelly at the hands 
of many, not least at the hands of their 
own church. 

Nevertheless, at one time, as was 
mentioned in Marcella's obituary in 


The Economist (yes, The Economist 
took note of her passing!), a single city 
such as Ghent "could count its 
Beguines in thousands" (The Econo¬ 
mist, April 27, 2013, 86). Revolutions 
and reformations and counter-reforma¬ 
tions, wars and secularism all took their 
tolls over the centuries, however, until 
finally Marcella Pattyn was left alone. 

I first became aware of the Beguine 
movement because of the scholarly 
work of a very dear friend, Dr. Ellen 
Babinsky, a Church historian and 
scholar of Christian spirituality. A stu¬ 
dent of Bernard McGinn at the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, Ellen translated and 
wrote the introduction to the beautiful 
critical edition of Marguerite Porete's 
classic theological and mystical study, 
The Mirror of Simple Souls. Porete was 
one of the best-known of the medieval 
Beguines. She was burned at the stake 
in 1310. In Ellen's introduction to 
Porete's book, in addition to providing 
a sense of the devotion, independence, 
and intra-dependence of this remark¬ 
able religious community, she tells the 
story of Porete's trial and execution. 

"Marguerite," Ellen writes, "was 
put to death because she was a symbol 
of a threat, real or perceived, to the 
established order intimately connected 
with the strengthening of royal power." 
Ellen observes that Porete was even 
more troublesome than many other 
Beguines because, rather than staying 
put in a particular Beguine House or 
enclosure, she wandered freely around 
her region, teaching. She also wrote in 
vernacular French, making her teach¬ 
ings readily accessible. In other words, 
Marguerite Porete was seen by church 
and civil authorities not only as hereti¬ 
cal, but also as popular. She was poten¬ 
tially beyond the control of the author¬ 
ities. Her influence could easily get out 


of hand. (Ellen Babinsky, "Introduc¬ 
tion," Marguerite Porete, Mirror of 
Simple Souls [New York: Paulist Press, 
1993],25-26) 

Reading this classic of Beguine 
spirituality today, one may be a bit 
puzzled as to how it could possibly 
have been condemned by bishops and 
theologians, even 800 years ago - but 
only a bit puzzled. Woven throughout 
the beautiful piety was a message of 
spiritual freedom. 

For example, when Porete encour¬ 
ages Christians to live according to the 
virtue of Charity, she writes: "Charity 
obeys no created thing except Love. 
Charity possesses nothing of her own, 
and should she possess something she 
does not say that it belongs to her. 
Charity abandons her own need and 
attends to that of others. Charity asks 
no payment from any creature for some 
good or pleasure that she has accom¬ 
plished. Charity has no shame, nor fear, 
nor anxiety. She is so upright that she 
cannot bow on account of anything 
that might happen to her." (Mirror of 
Simple Souls, Chapter 4, p. 82) Here, 
and especially in other chapters (such 
as Chapter 6: "How the Soul, made 
loving by God, living in the peace of 
Charity, takes leave of the Virtues") one 
catches a glimpse of the indomitable 
spirit that so irritated the religious 
authorities, especially the Inquisition, 
as well as the thrill and threat of what 
some scholars who were contempo¬ 
raries (e.g., at the University of Paris) 
saw as antinomianism lurking just 
beneath the surface of Porete's spiritual 
thought. And Porete burned. 

It was common among Beguines to 
write in the vernacular languages, 
French and Flemish especially, much to 
the distress of religious and civil 
authorities. Porete was not unique

among her sisters. The writer of The 
Economist obit reminds us that the 
authorities who persecuted the 
Beguines were inevitably male. The 
resistance and defiance of the Beguines 
against such oppression is beautifully 
expressed in their writings as lamenta¬ 
tion, resignation, and consolation. 
Hadewijch of Antwerp writes: "Men 
try to dissuade me from everything 
Love bids me do. They don't under¬ 
stand it, and I can't explain it to them. 
I must live out what I am." (The 
Economist, April 27, 2013, 86). 

And so Marcella Pattyn lived out 
her life. She was who she was. Staunch¬ 
ly, humbly, persistently, her own person 
in the grace of God. She found God's 
grace among this community of 
women who loved Christ and found in 
Christ (as the Beguines themselves 
said) a "bridegroom" and a "lover" 
worthy of their devotion. As Porete 
wrote, in praise of Christ (in a passage 
that must really have driven the Grand 
Inquisitor mad): 

"O Lover of gentle nature, 

You are to be much praised: 
Generous, courteous without measure, 
Sum of all goodness, 

You do not will to do anything, 
Lover, without my will. 

And thus I must not hold silence 

About your beauty and goodness. 

Powerful you are for my sake, and 
wise; 

Such I cannot hide. 

Ah, but to whom will I say it? 

Seraphim know not how to speak of 
it." 

(Mirror of Simple Souls, Chapter 122: 

"Here the Soul begins her song") 

So begin the beguine no more; but 
such an ending.

Caring for show animals 

Livestock shows are some of 
the most popular and widely rec¬ 
ognized 4-H events. 4-H’ers who 
participate in livestock shows 
have been caring for their animals 
for many months now. With the 
first county fairs just a few weeks 
away, they should continue to 
keep their animals as healthy and 
comfortable as possible. This can 
be tricky sometimes with the 
higher temperatures and humidi¬ 
ty that come with the summer 
show season. Animal comfort 
tends to decline as the heat and 
humidity rise. 

Regardless of whether they’re 
entered in livestock judging com¬ 
petitions, all animals need access 
to fresh, clean water. Water is an 
important component of overall 
animal health but is one some of 
us forget about when we talk 
about animal nutrition as the 
focus tends to be on feed. While 
it’s important to give these ani¬ 
mals good, quality feed, an ade¬ 


quate source of drinking water 
helps to keep animals’ internal 
body temperatures within normal 
limits. This is crucial as the tem¬ 
peratures and humidity levels 
begin to rise. The water also 
needs to be clean. A good rule of 
thumb is, if you wouldn’t want to 
drink water, neither do your ani¬ 
mals. 

4-H’ers should also make sure 
their animals have access to cool, 
clean shelters with adequate ven¬ 
tilation. Some 4-H’ers, especially 
those showing steers or beef cat¬ 
tle, may consider keep their show 
animals cooler by using fans and 
misters in their bedding areas. 
Providing clean, fresh bedding for 
show animals adds to animal 
comfort and helps keep them 
clean.

Boost your older home’s energy 
efficiency 

Over the years, improved tech¬ 
nology has made many new homes 
more energy efficient, but you 
shouldn’t shy away or move from 
an older home just for better ener¬ 
gy efficiency. You can upgrade 
your older home to make it energy 
efficient. 

Prior to the mid-20th century, 
fully automated, controlled and 
mechanized heating, cooling and 
ventilation systems did not exist. 
Instead, older homes had passive 
and manual features incorporated 
into their design to meet heating, 
cooling and ventilation needs. 

Older homes, though, have 
many environmentally friendly 
features, including thick walls, 
operable windows, wide roof over¬ 
hangs and porches. In the past, 
these houses might have had win¬ 
dow awnings to shade the win¬ 
dows. Vents and shutters would let 
air circulate while keeping out the 
sun and high ceilings allowed hot 
air to rise. 

To make an older home, or 
any home, more energy efficient, 
you should use a whole-house 
approach, which involves an ener¬ 
gy assessment. The assessment will 
evaluate the building envelope, 
mechanical systems, ventilation 
and behavior-dependent energy 
usage. The result will be a baseline 
energy performance rating for 
your home. 

Among other things, the 
whole-house approach can reveal 
whether your home has large air 


leaks. Older homes that have 
undergone mechanical system ret¬ 
rofits or remodeling are particu¬ 
larly prone to having major air 
leaks that are not easily seen. If 
these or other energy deficiencies 
exist, the energy assessment can 
help you identify and prioritize 
any upgrades and retrofits. 

You can learn how to complete 
a home energy self-assessment and 
other information related to your 
home’s energy usage through the 
Kentucky Cooperative Extension 
Service’s Living Better through 
Home Energy Management pro¬ 
gram. The self-assessment will 
compare your home’s energy use 
to similar, average and energy effi¬ 
cient homes. You will also learn 
how your home uses energy by 
learning its heating, cooling and 
base load energy use. Keep in 
mind that there is not one single 
solution for upgrading older 
homes. 

Regardless of your home’s age, 
you should make sure your home 
is air sealed. An easy place to start 
is to maintain the caulk and 
weather stripping of doors and 
windows. It is easy to see these 
places in a house, and sealing 
doors and windows will eliminate 
air leaks at these points.

Safety tips for lightning, 
thunderstorms 

Did you ever wonder why we 
have more thunderstorms during 
the spring and summer? It’s 
because weather patterns are 
more active as they move through 
Kentucky during these seasons, 
especially in the afternoon and 
evening. The weather conditions 
also increase the potential for 
lightning to strike people at work 
or play outdoors and possibly 
while they’re inside a building. 
Although thunderstorms are 
more common during the spring 
and summer, they can take place 
all year long and at all hours. 

All thunderstorms produce 
lightning. Sometimes called 
“nature’s fireworks,” lightning is 
produced by the buildup and 
discharge of electrical energy 
between negatively and positively 
charged areas. An average light¬ 
ning charge can provide enough 
energy to keep a 100-watt light 
bulb burning for more than three 
months. 

Other dangers associated with 
thunderstorms are heavy rains 
that lead to flash floods, strong 
winds, hail and tornadoes. These 
weather conditions can injure or 
kill people and pets, as well as 
cause billions of dollars in crop 
and property damage. 

Thunder results from a shock 
wave caused by rapid heating and 
cooling of air near the lightning 
channel. 

Do you know how to estimate 
the miles between yourself and a 
lightning flash? Simply count sec¬ 
onds between lightning and 
thunder and divide this time by 
five. Sound travels about a mile 
every five seconds. So if you 
count 30 seconds between light¬ 
ning and thunder, lightning has 
flashed within six miles of you. 
This puts you within lightning 
striking distance, according to 
scientific research. 

What is the most important 
thunderstorm safety precaution? 

Be aware of an approaching 
thunderstorm and move to a safe 
shelter before the storm arrives in 
your area. If you see lightning, 


hear thunder, observe dark clouds 
or your hair stands on end, imme¬ 
diately go inside a sturdy, com¬ 
pletely enclosed building, home 
or a hard-top vehicle with closed 
windows. Avoid picnic shelters, 
sports dugouts, covered patios, 
carports and open garages. Small 
wooden, vinyl or metal sheds 
provide little if any protection. 

Since metal conducts light¬ 
ning, don’t touch metal inside or 
outdoors; drop metal backpacks; 
release golf clubs, tennis rackets, 
fishing gear and tools, and get off 
bicycles and motorcycles. 

Lightning can strike water 
and travel a long distance in it. 
So standing in water, even in rub¬ 
ber boots, isn’t safe during a thun¬ 
derstorm; neither are swimming, 
wading, snorkeling and scuba 
diving. If you’re in a small boat 
during a storm, crouch in the 
middle and stay away from metal 
substances. 

Crouch down in an open, 
exposed area and stay away from 
tall objects, such as trees. Remem¬ 
ber to stay away from clothes¬ 
lines, fences, exposed sheds and 
other elevated items that can con¬ 
duct lightning. 

If you’re indoors, remember 
lightning can enter buildings as a 
direct strike, through pipes and 
wires extending outside or 
through the ground. Telephone 
use is a leading cause of indoor 
lightning injuries in America 
because the charges can travel a 
long way in telephone and electri¬ 
cal wires, especially in rural areas. 
Windows and doors provide a 
direct path for lightning to enter 
a building; so avoid them. Dur¬ 
ing a thunderstorm, stay away 
from laundry appliances because 
they are connected to plumbing 
and electrical systems. Dryer 
vents offer a direct electrical path¬ 
way outdoors. 

Remember pet safety. Light¬ 
ning can easily strike animals 
chained to a tree or wire runner. 
Doghouses generally aren’t pro¬ 
tected against lightning strikes.

Prescription Drugs | Car Accidents 


New Report: More deaths caused by 
prescription drugs than by car accidents 


They say that numbers don’t 
lie. So when statistics clearly show 
that for the first time ever in the 
U.S.A. prescription drugs have 
killed more people than car acci¬ 
dents, even the Center of Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) is 
forced to face the sad truth. 

In an interview conducted by 
the network, Dr. Leonard Pau- 
lozzi from the CDC pointed out 
that prescription drugs - and not 
illegal drugs — are to be blamed. 
He explained that: 

“There has been a dramatic 
increase in use of prescription 
drugs as physicians have become 
more liberal in prescribing them. 
And with the decrease in the 
motor vehicle crash mortality 
rate, drug-induced deaths have 
now passed motor vehicle crash 
deaths.” 

Because the statistics for pre¬ 
scription drug-related mortality 
are definitive, they provide 
researchers a greater understand¬ 
ing of how widespread the prob¬ 
lem has become over time. In 
November, the CDC released 
data showing the number of pre¬ 
scription drug-related deaths in 


2010 had exceeded the number 
of deaths caused by cocaine and 
heroin combined. However, the 
mortality data still does not 
account of the number of pre¬ 
scription drug users and abusers 
still misusing the drugs, or how 
many new users become victims 
of the epidemic each year. Based 
on self-reported surveys in 2010, 
approximately 12 million Ameri¬ 
cans admit to misusing opioid 
prescription drugs, with the sale 
of these drugs increasing fourfold 
in a single year. Moreover, nearly 
500,000 emergency department 
visits were made in 2009 due to 
misuse of opioid painkillers, an 
increase of 98% in just five 
years—resulting in more than 
$72 billion in health care costs, 
according to the CDC. 

The CDC recommends the 
need to treat the prescription 
drug abuse problem from multi¬ 
ple angles; to start, health care 
professionals should screen their 
patients prior to prescribing them 
these potent drugs, and should 
orient patients on the importance 
of safely using the drugs and the 
dangers of misusing or sharing 


them. Effective safety programs 
like statewide prescription drug 
monitoring programs help target 
illegal drug activity among doc¬ 
tors and users alike, but more 
funding needs to be made avail¬ 
able to make them successful. 
Lastly, physicians should consider 
other forms of treatment to rem¬ 
edy their patients’ pain as an 
alternative to the powerful opioid 
painkillers whenever possible. 
Until sound solutions are made 
to challenge the growing level of 
prescription drug misuse, the 
problem will still remain a 
national health epidemic. 

You can be part of the solu¬ 
tion by helping get unused pre¬ 
scription drugs off the streets. If 
you have unused prescription 
drugs they can be disposed of 
safely at a prescription drug box 
located in the county sheriff’s 
office.
